Even before Mr. Roosevelt e n ­ 
train ed for Philadelphia w here he 
speaks tonight, his republican a n ­ 
tagonist, W endell L. W inkle c h al­ 
lenged th e chief executive’s sta te ­ 
m en t th a t h e would do everything 
in his power “to keep w ar aw ay from 
these shores for all tim e.” 
W ilikie, a t a Chicago rally last 
night, also dem anded th a t the dem ­ 
ocratic 
nom inee 
tell 
the

w hether he, W ilikie, had “falsified 
th e record” in the attacks he has 
m ade on the adm inistration.

WHEN YOU’RE GOING GOOD 
T 
HE dietetic experts tell us that the time 
to stop eating is just before you think 
you have had enough. 
In other words, just 
before hunger is fully satisfied. Most of the 
physical ills of mankind result from over-eat­ 
ing. 
In the literary field in would be a good idea 
to adopt this plan — to stop writing at the 
point when you “are going good,” as Ernest 
Hemingway once told the late Thomas Wolfe. 
Wolfe worked at such a terrific speed that he 
found it ever difficult to stop. 
All of his 
novels had to be cut half—and more, accord­ 
ing to Maxwell Perkins of Scribner’s. 
I spent several evenings with Thomas 
Wolfe, and I never talked w ith a more sincere 
artist, or with one who strove so honestly to 
express himself. But he wore himself out by 
his speed in writing too much in a short 
space of time. 
He took no time in which to 
rest. 
He never paused to relax—when he 
was “going good.” 
We all reach high points in our lives. Each 
day we do, each year—and there is at least 
one supreme height to which all men and 
women arrive during their lifetime — the 
zenith of their ideals or achievements. 
But 
when we feel that we are going good we are 
apt to attempt the task of doing too good. 
Many an artist has spoiled an otherwise fine 
painting by trying to make it better. There 
is always a good stopping point. 
When you’re going good, it is wise to rest 
on youf laurels for a time and then go back 
—to win another day, in perhaps even better 
fashion! 
I am a firm believer in shorter hours—and 
better work. 
Everybody, and everything, 
would be better off on such a basis. The terri­ 
ble war, in which so-called civilization is en­ 
gaged, owes its inception, among other causes 
to the fact that more attention has been paid 
to rapid means for the destruction of life, 
than for means to save it.

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


“ONE FOOT IN HEAVEN," by Hartzell Spence (W hit­ 
tlesey; $2.50). 
A LTHOUGH borne of our more romantic literati do 
not yet know it, a revolution has taken place 
in the book world. Tire job of writing the books of 
the country is being taken over, more and more by 
practical writing men. It is no longer necessary for 
an author to sit in a padded study behind double doors 
and upon a slightly-raised platform, striking out 
immortal phrases by the aid of gentle, self-inflicted 
blows of Roget's Thesaurus on an almost empty head. 
An astonishing number of the newer writers of im­ 
portance are newspapermen; at least three are pub­ 
lishing first rate books tills week, among them H art­ 
zell Spence. 
Mr. Spence was born in 1908, in an Iowa parson­ 
age. His mother was a handsome woman whose mind 
was both honest and subtle, a rare combination. His 
father was William H. Spence, Methodist parson. 
“One Foot iii Heaven" is Dr. Spence's trek into 
liberalism in 298 pages of sound and moving prose. 
The gentleman was preparing for medicine when he 
felt the "call.” 
Characteristically, he answered the 
call instantly, and kept answering until his heart 
failed him. 
He began at the turn of the century 
when Methodist discipline forbade cards, theaters, 
cooking on Sunday, dancing and other pleasure and 
conveniences. 
But Dr. Spence was genuinely a man. 
He was 
handsome, strong, and unconsciously violated the dis­ 
cipline by being slightly vain about his appearance 
— the women loved him and the men respected him; 
sometimes he had to hide from the former, and there 
were houses where he never went alone. 
His pas­ 
torates lunged from the Mississippi on the east to 
Denver, and the most successful were in smaller 
cities. Dr. Spence wrestled with and for the Lord w ith 
conspicuous success, and the bigger his salary the 
more he gave away. But he educated three children, 
made his wife happy, and in the end he himself was 
changed. Behind him was a trail of devoted followers, 
and a smaller trail of once tyrannical laymen, shat­ 
tered iii Hie name of the Lord by William H. Spence. 
Tile good Doctor symbolizes the liberalization of a 
denomination, of course. 
But more affecting than 
this is Hie picture of him and his family rushing 
about with pans for Hie leaks in the parsonage roof. 
nils is a truly human story.

College Faculty 
Reads 2 Books on 
Library Management 


Prof. John H. Knickerbocker, head 
of the Gettysburg college library, is 
circulating two books to members 
of the faculty In order to co-ordi­ 
nate better the work of the library 
with the work of the classroom, ac­ 
cording to an announcement made 
ut the library office. 
Both of these books are being 
widely read throughout the nation 
by college and university professors 
and librarians with the purpase of 
keeping the libraries at the various 
schools up to date with the modern 
student demand and to try to get 
more books that the students can 
use in connection with their courses 
The first of these books is "Vital­ 
izing a College Library," by B. La­ 
mar Johnson, a professor at Stevens 
college, Indiana. 
Its main purpase 
is presenting a plan whereby the 
college library is kept up-to-the 
minute with the needs of both fac­ 
ulty and student, and it presents 
a full program for the college li­ 
brary’s revision to meet this need. 
Shortly after this book appeared, 
Harvey Branscomb. a professor at 
Duke university in North Carolina, 
published a book on the same general 
subject. 
His book dealt with the 
combining of teaching and the ex­ 
tensive use of the library for ref­ 
erence work, doing aw'ay to some 
extent with textbooks. 
It also in­ 
cluded the type of books that should 
be bought in connection with courses 
in general, and prescribed extensive 
use of library equipment for both 
faculty and students. 
Later on, after each faculty mem­ 
ber has read the books, a special 
faculty meeting will be held in order 
to take action on the subject. This 
will be held In conjunction with the

The Gettysburg l imes Is A M ember of I his Great 
N ew s Reporting Organization, Whose Absorbing 
and Romantic Story Is Told In A N etv Book

- THE STORY OF THE NEWS is the story of men and 
events of the past hundred years, a story unique in the 
whole panoramic history of headlines 
the actual, first­ 
hand experiences of a procession ut reporters from the beginning 
of news gathering to the rise of the present-day Associated Press 
as the world’s oldest and largest news association, of which The 
Gettysburg Times is a member. 
The Author is Oliver Gramling, a newspaperman since he ob­ 
tained his first job as a $5-a-week reporter at the age of 15. He 
was assisted by William A. Kinney, now of the Washington staff 
of The Associated Press. 
The illustrations are by Henry C. Bar­ 
row. whose editorial page cartoons appear daily in scores of papers 
over the country. 
The story begins with the origin of systematic news gathering 
in Boston harbor in 1811. Ominous events were .shaping the destiny 
of the recently born United States. The War of 1812 was in the 
offing, yet the people had no way of obtaining fresh news. Neither 
the telegraph, the wireless nor the telephone had been invented, 
and public information traveled only by word of mouth. 
The tavern or the coffee house, rather than the so-called news­ 
papers of the day, was the best place to find out what was going 
on. and Boston was the trading center of the New World. 
Into this setting appeared a young Bostonian, Samuel Topliff. 
who went into the harbor by rowboat to obtain news from the in­ 
coming schooners. He gathered what information he could wheedle 
from the merchantmen of the world and recorded it in a news 
book at Boston’s famed Exchange Coffee House, where merchants 
and patrons came to read. 
This enterprise marked the real beginning of news gathering 
and out of Topliff’s efforts came the newspaper practice of ob­ 
taining and printing daily news. 
$11,000,000 Spent Each Year to Get the News 
The first phase of AP—The Story of News deals with these pio­ 
neering efforts, the battles between competing news men, and the 
eventual founding of the first news gathering association—The 
Associated Press—in 1848. From that meager beginning the prac­ 
tice of gathering news grew until The AP, as it is familiarly known 
today, spends $11,000,000 annually to obtain the intelligence of the 
world for the newspapers it serves. 
It Is from this source that 
The Gettysburg Times receives the bulk of the world news which 
it publishes for its thousands of readers. 
AP—The Story of News, however, is more than a recital of the 
evolution of one news organization. 
Great names in newspaper 
history fill the pages of the book, which is primarily concerned 
with recounting the first-hand experiences of reporters on the scene 
of world events from the War of 1812 to the present day. 
The book tells of the high-collared reporters who covered the 
Civil War; of Lawrence Gobright who wrote the story of Lincoln’s 
assassination; of Mark Kellogg who trotted to death beside Custer; 
of the men who covered the famous Johnstown Hood; of Klriloff 
who strapped himself on a horse after being shot in the lung and 
rode across the strewn battlefields to report the Russo-Japanese 
war; of the men wlio covered the first World War and of those 
now on assignment in the war-torn areas of Europe and the Far 
East. 
AP—The Story of News also relates the development of com­ 
munications systems by which the news Is sped, as well as the 
perfection of the "modern miracle” of newspaper science by which 
a mechanism called Wirephoto .speeds news pictures across conti­ 
nents within minutes after they are snapped, to be printed side 
by side with the stories they illustrate. 
(The book, now available in stores throughout the country, was 
published by Farrar 
Rinehart. 
It contains 508 pages and 32 
full page illustrations. Advance reviews have termed it "the out­ 
standing non-fiction book of the year.")

Doctors attached to each local 
draft board will examine 
all men 
who are placed in class I—available 
for service—on the basis of their 
answers to the draft questionnaire

order in which the serial numbers 
of draft-age men are drawn in next 
Tuesday’s national lottery here.

JO-Hour Work Week 
Effective Thursday 


Washington, Oct. 23 (AP)—The 
wage-hour law reaches at midnight 
one of its twin objectives—the 40- 
hour work week. 
For some 2,000,000 out of an esti­ 
mated 12,600,000 workers in inter­ 
state commerce covered by the Jaw, 
the change to 40 hours from the 
present 42-hour week will mean 
more leisure, or over-time pay at 
the rate of time and a half. 
The 
40-hour standard Is not a rigid 
limitation. 
The change may have little gen­ 
eral effect on the nation s economy 
because the 40-hour week, according 
to 
wage-hour oflicals, 
has 
been 
widely adopted in industry. 
National defense commission of­ 
ficials concerned with mobilizing a 
sufficient labor supply for defense 
industries, said they expected little 
effect 
from 
the 
change. 
They 
pointed out that practically all de­ 
fense industries are on a 40-hour 
week basis since that Is the stand­ 
ard prescribed for all government 
contract work by the Walsh-Healey 
public contracts law. 
At the same time the 40-hour 
work week begins, the wage-hour 
agency’s new definitions of exempt­ 
ed white collar workers become ef­ 
fective, exempting from the law a 
group of executive, administrative 
and professional employes and out­ 
side salesmen estimated to exceed 
200.000. 
Canning Regulations 
In addition, other revised regula­ 
tions previously established opened 
the way to exempt from the maxi­ 
mum work week and overtime pay 
canning, 
packing 
and 
processing 
plant employes for as much as 28 
weeks a year during the busy .sea­ 
sons. 
The 40-hour week and overtime 
requirement, the agency said, is ap- i 
plicable to the first full work week 
beginning on and after midnight. 
A work week beginning before* to­ 
day need conform only to tile 42- 
hour standard. 
The second goal of the wage- 
hour law—a general 40-cents-an- 
hour 
minimum 
wage — will 
be 
reached in 1945, 
The law, adopted in 1938, called 
for a 44-hour week the first year, 
42 the second and 40 thereafter, ac­ 
companied by a minimum pay scale 
of ’25 cents an hour the first year, 


30 cents for the next six and 40 
thereafter. 
In several Industries minimum 
rates from 30 to 4u cents airead) 
iiave been established on the find­ 
ings of industry committees that the 
manufacturers could stand a higher 
base rate without curtailing em­ 
ployment opportunities. 


Draft’s Physical Standards 


Commission Not to 
Stock Small Fish 


Harrisburg, Oct. 23 (AP)—Com­ 
missioner C. A. French disclosed to­ 
day that, the fish commission will 
not stock small fish any more. 
“We’re going to stock larger and 
.stronger fish,” he said. 
“We be­ 
lieve we’ll make better fishing by 
stocking larger fish.” 
The 
fingerling 
and 
“fry” 
fish 
stocked in previous years, and the 
basis of tile stocking programs in 
other states, gradually will be elimi­ 
nated. 
Instead, the commission will con­ 
centrate on holding its new broods 
in the hatcheries until thfey attain 
legal size, or near legal size, before 
distributing them to the various 
sportsmen’s organizations 
for 
re­ 
lease into streams and lakes.

fishing," French commented. 
The commission will concentrate 
on stocking the bass, 
and “pan- 
fish"—catfish, sunfish and yellow 
perch—in 
the 
autumn, 
and 
re­ 
lease most of its hatchery-grown 
trout in the spring before the open­ 
ing of the trout season each April 15.

President Roosevelt in his Jackson Day speech, January 8, 1938 said: 
“In this last campaign, a charming lady wrote me as follows: 
‘I believe In you and in 
what you are trying to do for the Nation. I do wish I could vote for you—but you see my 
parents were Republicans and I was brought up as a Republican and so I have to vote for 
your opponent.* 
“My reply to her ran as follows: ‘My father and grandfather were Democrats and I was 
brought up as a Democrat, but in 1904, when I cast my first vote for President, I voted for 
the Republican candidate, Theodore Roosevelt, because I thought he was a better Democrat 
than the Democratic candidate.’ 
“I have told that story many times and if I had to do it over again, I would not alter that 
vote.” 
President Roosevelt said at his press conference, September 2, 1938: 
“If there is a good liberal running on the Republican ticket, I would not have the slight­ 
est objection to his election. The good of the Country rises above party.” 
Omitting the name of United States Senator Copeland from the list of New York Democratic can­ 
didates he proposed to support, the President said: 
“You would be surprised to know how’ many individual Republicans I have voted for.” 
In a letter to Young Democrats convention, Pittsburgh, August ll, 1939, President Roosevelt 
said: 
“If we nominate conservative candidates or lip-service candidates on a straddling plat­ 
form, I, personally for my own self-respect and because of my long service to and belief in 
liberal democracy, will find it impossible to have any active part in such an unfortunate sui­ 
cide of the old Democratic party.”

Seville. Spain, Oct. 23 (AP)—For­ 
mer King Carol of Rumania, his 
red-haired friend, Magda Lupeseu. 
and Ernst Urdareanu, minister of 
the palace, were under virtual ar­ 
rest today with a strong police 
guard around their hotel. 
They were notified of this yester­ 
day and were to have been taken 
to Granada while the Spanish gov­ 
ernment considered their case and 
the possibility of their return to 
Rumania, but today the foreign of­ 
fice, apparently acting on an appeal 
from Carol, stayed execution of the 
removal order, pending conferences 
with Urdareanu. 
The former minister, who accom­ 
panied his ruler into exile from Ru­ 
mania, was a badly frightened man 
and had joined Carol in pleading 
for an interview. 
Carol 
argued 
in

telegram 
that international law did not sanc­ 
tion the extradition of Mme. Lu­ 
peseu and Urdareanu lo Rumania 
“where the threat of death awaits 
them.’’ 
Mme. Lupeseu burned documents 
in the bathroom of lier hotel apart­ 
ment last night, said a maid, who 
reported she found a deposit of 
ashes and smudges from smoke on 
the walls. 
While it was indicated that Carol 
might not be forced to return to 
Rumania, one member of his party 
said he would not be surprised ii 
the former king followed Mme Lu­ 
peseu to Bucharest if she returned 
there.

Mme. Lupeseu listened to the open­ 
ing conversation. 
The news per­ 
haps was not altogether a surprise 
since the Madrid newspaper Arriba, 
organ of the Spanish 
Falangists, 
hinted Minday that she and 
Ur­ 
dareanu might be compelled to re­ 
turn to Rumania to face trial. 
Urdareanu’s emaciated face 
be­ 
came tense. 
"His majesty should hear about 
this." he said weakly. 
Then he and Mme. Lupeseu with­ 
drew to Carol’s suite, followed 
by 
the police chiel. 
The king, it was reported, could 
scarcely conceal hts astonishment, j

orders?" he demanded. 
“My superiors," replied the chief 
Almost mechanically Carol asked: 
"And who are your superiors?" 
The chief did not answer. 
Police vigilance around the hotel 
w'as doubled. 
Later, however, Carol was told 
that he and the others could go 
into town under escort. 
The former king and his com­ 
panions were reported to be in such 
low' spirits that they did not eat.
